And That the Strike Was Based Only on Their 
Own Mistake—A Satisfactory Confer- 
ence and Its Results— 

The Strike Over. 


Early yesterday morning cars were 
started out on all the lines where the strike 
was prevailing, engineered by any men who 
were willing to work, most of. them being 
new men. Some four or five one-horse cars 
were in use on the, Sixth-street division all 
day, making trips as best they could under 
existing circumstances. Sometimes persons 
would wait along time for a car to come 
along, board it and go their way rejoicing 
for two or three blocks, when another car 
would be met on the single track going in 
an opposite direction. Then the load of 
passengers would tumble off and on to the 
other car, the horses would be hitched to 
the other end of the cars, and away they 
would roll in .opposite directions. Or else 
the car nearest a switch would be pulled 
back to it to let the other car 2 The 
passengers 8 took th very 
good-natured got as much fun as 
possible out of the situation, giad to ride in 
any fashion, rather than walk. The cars 
on Spring and Olive were run in the same 
fashion during the day.

Mr. Hubbell then said: We explained 
this contract to your committee and they 
appeared to be satisfied with it.

The companies 
do not want to and do not expect to hold 
the men liable for any more than the law 
requires, and that is to exercise care and 
diligence in their occupations—in the care 
of the persons and property entrusted to 
them. e understand that the men object 
to the seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth 
clauses of this contract. Now, as to the 
seventh oom: Twenty-five dollars is to 
be deposited b 25 the men when they enter 
the service, e Phe l-punches used by the 
conductors may be lost. If they are the 
companies have to pay $25 for them, as they 
are not. the 1 of the companies. 
The clause calls for seven days' notice to 
be given by an employé before he quits the

On the other hand, the companies — 
the right to discharge a man at any time. 
They may get a man who gets drunk; who 
abuses the property or animals of the com- 

panies; who is, or becomes 88 negli- 

— or willfully careless in the discharge of 
fis duties; who might do more harin to the 
companies in an hour than his wages would 
amount to for six months, and the quicker 
they could get rid of such a man the better. 
They are compelled to hire new men at 
times, and cannot always tell them before- 
hand. But that need not affeet a good man. 
‘The companies want to keep good men; it 
is the best policy for them to do so. They 
want to furnish the best service to the pub- 
lic, and it can only be done by employing 
the best of men. Now is there any one 
who takes exception to this cn e 

A voice: If a man is discharged Will he 
be given a reason for it? 

Mr. Hubbell: That comes under the 
eighth clause. Is there aay exception tothe 
seventh clause? Well, now, to answer 
the question, it sometimes happens that 
a dishonest. man is employed, who 
“knocks down” the fares. It may be 
almost impossible to get evidence to con- 
vict him, yet you are morally certain of 
it. I had such a case. I watched the man, 
but could not catch him at it, though I was 
sure of it as I could be, without seeing him 
in the act. What could the companies do in 
such a case? What could 1 do? You don’t 
like to tell a man he is discharged because 
he is a thief, when you can’t prove it. This 
man wouldn't Hked to have n told that.

| A Clever Rascal Captured at 


San Francisco. 


Officers On the Track of u Thoroughly 
Organized Gang 


That Have Been Operating from Can- 
ada and British Columbia. 


Large Sale of Confiscated Opium at the Bay—How 
Chinese Operator Fell Into the Law's 
Clutches and Found Himself 
Badly Sold.

San Francisco, July 14.—[Special.| 
The customs officers today made an arrest 
which they confidently believe will lead to 
important results, and may end in breaking 
up the gang of opium-emugglers which it is 
long been known has been operating by 
way of British Columbia and Canada to 
this city. The man arrested gave the name 
of Alfred Rhodus. IIe said he was a resi- 
dent of St. Louis and was visiting Califor- 
nia merely on pleasure. According to the 
story of Deputy Surveyor Fogarty, as told 
at the examination of Rhodus before Com- 
missioner Sawyer this afternoon, he sus- 
pected that Rhodus and a book agent named 
Andrus were concerned in opium 
Both men were shadowed, and 
it was found that Rhodus had a heavy trunk 
containing tin boxes in thecellar of the 
house where he stayed, and also that a box 
sent to him had allowed a black liquid to 
leak out. Fogarty taxed Rhodus with 
smuggling opium, and the latter at once 
took him into the cellar, saying that he 
would show him what the trunk contained. 
He lifted the top, and the trunk was found 
to be full of boxes bearing the label of 
what is known at the custom-house as red 
brand” opium. Rhodus said it was a prep- 
aration of sugar, but Fogarty took several 
tins and submitted them to the United 
States Inspector of Drugs, who found that 
the liquid contained 3.1 per cent. of 
morphia. 

During the examination Rhodus, how- 
ever, had a new story to tell. Hie said that 
he had lost $2500 at a faro bank in Santa 
Cruz, and that a man named Longevin,a 
St. Louis merchant, had given him the stuff 
as security fora loan. The United States 
Commissioner smiled gravely and took the 
case under advisement. _. Rvs. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Information was received at 
the Surveyor’s office last Monday that 
Alfred Rhodus and an ostensible book 
agent named Andrus were engaged in the 
opium traffic. The Deputy Surveyor made 
an investigation. Both mén were shadowed 
and a watch placed onthe house in which 
Rhodus roomed. A séarch of the premises 
revealed $800 worth of the drug in their 
trunks. Both men were arrested and held 
for trial. The customs officials declare their 
belief that the men arrested belong to what 
has been known as the Detroit opium ring. 

A LARGE SALE OF SMUGGLED STUFF. 

The United States Marshal sold at auc- 
tion today the largest amount of contraband 
opium that has ever been sold at one time 
in this city. It was the result of three 
seizures of smuggled goods and consisted 
of nearly two tons’ weight. It brought 
„500, and a lot of miscellaneous goods 
reased this amount about $2500. The 
opium brought about $15 per pound. 

A SMUGGLER BADLY SOLD. 

Wo Me, a Chinese merchant of this city, 
was arrested two months ago for smuggling 
a trunk of opium containing 190 boxes, 
which he had stored away on Fifth and Na- 
toma streets. The goods were condemned, 
and the merchant fined $500, which he paid. 


= with other confiscated articles, Chinese 
oe insisted on the boxes being opened, 
when they were broken — instead 
of containing opium, they were found to 
cortain lily flowers, a comparatively worth- 
less commodity. The theory is that either 
the Chinese merchant was badly duped or 
that the boxes were tampered with after 
falling into the hands of the customs offi- 
cials. The Chinaman paid ten times the 
value of the goods under the supposition 
that the stuff was opium.
